Record-Breaking Crowd 
Greets Agricultural 
Train. 

Only in one other city was the crowd 
equal to that which greeted the Agricul- 
tural train in thi. city on Friday after- 
noon. A Climax reporter was told by 
a number of those aboard the train that 
Maysville was the only city through 
which they had passed that had shown 
as much enthusiasm as was displayed 
here. In the gathering were more than 
seven hundred students from the East- 
ern Normal School, headed by Dr. J. G 
Crabbe. and nearly six hundred pupils 
from Caldwell High School, accom- 
panied by Superintendent D.W. Bridges 
Superintendent of County Schools, John 
Noland was present with about eighty 
members of the Madison County Corn 
Club, and it was estimated that fully 
300 farmers were in the city from dif 
ferent section, of the county, together 
with others who were present swelled 
the crowd to about three thousand peo 
pie. With all the cars packed, groups 
of several hundred each collected about 
the live stock car, where Prof. Hooper 
gave a demonstration: about three bag 
ga^e trucks, in different parts of the 
train shed, from which Mr. Manindale 
and Prof. Roberts talked soils and corn 
growing and Miss Knowles domestic 
science, and an embankment, from 
which Mr. Wing spoke about alfalfa 
Commissioner Newman, in his speech 
of welcome to the crowd here. gave high 
praise to Gov. McCreary. calling him 
the greatest farmer and the greatest 
educator in Kentucky. "It is through 
hi. efforts and through hi. approval that 
this train is enabled to be here to-day," 
said. "The General Assembly made 
the appropriations for the agricultural 
interest, but he approved these bills so 
that they might become laws. He has 
stood by the farmers of Kentucky and 
he has stood by the educators of thi. 
State as no other man in the history of 
this Commonwealth ever has." Mr. 
Newman told hi. audience the farm 
train had reached no less than 12,000 
people since it started Monday, and sa 
this signified that the people of Ken- 
tucky have awakened to the fact that 
there i. great agridultural interests. 
He referred to his assistance, as a mem- 
ber of the Legislature, in establishing 
the Kentucky Normal Schools at Rich 
mood and Bowling Green, and his ser- 
vice in the Senate as chairman of the 
Committee on State University and 
State Normal Schools. "If we are to 
develop agriculture in thts Common- 
wealth." said he, "what belter meaos 
could we resort to than to teach it in the 
common schools? Your Governor plac- 
ed an agricultural department in this 
State, and I hope he will have the pleas- 
ure of signing a bill two years from now 
to the effect that agriculture must be 
taught in the common schools. It is be 
who created the Department of Agricul- 
ture at Frankfort, when he was Gover- 
nor before. It was he who enabled the 
farmers of the nation to have a repre- 
sentative appointed to the President's 
council, by making the Secretary of 
Agriculture a member of the cabinet. 
By all means agriculture and domestic 
science must be taught in the common 
school."

High Price is Asked by Own- 
ers of Boonesboro Site. 

The State Y. M. ('. A. has written to 
parties here that the site at Boonesboro 

on which it was proposed to locale Camp 
Daniel Boone for the youths of Central 
Kentucky, has been priced at a very 
high figure, practically prohibitive, and 
for this reason another location has been 
taken up for investigation. 

As was told in The Democrat several 
days ago, the Y. M. C. A. of the state 
proposes to locate a summer camp on 
the Kentucky river in the Bluegrass sec- 
tion, for the use of the boys and young 
men Of Central Kentucky, boy scouts 
especially, where a daily program will 
be carried out and everything done to 
bring the youth up to a higher moral 
standard, as well as physically. These 
camps prevail throughout the North 
mid accomplish «reat good. 

The committee investigated the 
Boonesboro site, believing that it was 
the best place for such a camp, on ac- 
count of the history connected with the 
spot, the prpximity to excellent roads 
and railways and surrounding country. 
The Boonesboro site is practically the 
only one along the river from Irvine to 
Frankfort, which seems to possess all 
the requirements of such a camp ground. 
The price asked for the site has been 
placed so high that the committee claims 
it is prohibitive as far its they are con- 
cerned. It is owned by Dr. William", 
of Ford. 

The Commercial CI Ob could look into 
this matter and may be able to get a 
suitable place on the ('lark side at a 
figure which couid be handled by the 
Stale Association. This would be the 
first camp of the kind established in the 
State, an J its influence will be felt all 
over the country.
